All arable resources agree on saying that the Prophet Muhammed, used to order his follow in 
to. write down all the verses revealed to him. Among those who undertook the wriang of 
verses, therewere definiiefy Ubay b. Ke&b, Muaz b. Gabal, Zeid b. Thabet and Abu Zeid ( , 
who all belong to Al Ansar beside others, but they disagreed about two, they were Aba 
AL Darda'(2) and bthman. These verses were usually written down on various materials suck 
as parts of animal bones, leather and even palm leaves (3) . Besides, other muslims would 
memorize the quran and checks their memories against Muhammed personally or some of his 
followers. (4) 

There were thus, two forms, where in the quran was to be found during Muhammed's life 
time, a phonetic as well as a graphic one. ($) In fact the graphic one was scarcer, and that was 
due to the small number of writers. In other words there were two sources then for quranic 
reference. 

No sooner did Muhammed die than various types of troubles arose in the newly established 
Islamic state. Some fights actually arose in different parts of the arable peninsula between Abu 
Bakr on the one hand and the murtaddm (insurgents-impostors) on the other hand. Many 
muslims were killed including several men that knew the quran by heart Amoung a 1000 
losses on the Yamamah battle, for instance, there were about 450 men of those qurar.ic 
memorizers. (&) It was then that Abu Bakr felt it was necessary to compile the different qurar.ic 
verses in one volume. He gave his commands to Zeid b. Thabet who undertook the task with 
the extremest measures of caution (8) , assisted by Omar b. Al Khaiab. It was Abu Bakr then 
the first to gather the whole quran between two covers. It was then referred to as "Mas ha f, a 
word which is usually believed to come from Amharic meaning the "scr.pcure". @) This Mush. if 
was kept atAb~u Bakr's house during his life time, that at fomar's and finally with Hafsa, Omar's 
daughter, who was well educated,.by writing and reading. That version was most probably 
written in the hand-writing of Mecca or in both types of hand-writing, the "dry" type of 'Al MadU a 
and the "soft" one of Mecca. 

Othman's quranic Versions (Al Masahef Al'Othmania) in Muslim Countries: 

During Othman's reigrt, the Muslims expended across many new countries, including Arnien a 
and Azrabijan. Amoung those who participated in the taking over these two cour.tnes was 




Huzaifa b. Al-Yaman who noticed the way people with different dialect would disagree on 
qurahic verses. Tnat means that, at those times there were "different readings" of quran. He 
went back to Medina to meet Othman and warn him about , upon which Othman decided 
to compile the quran in unified versions after the quraish dialect, and ordered only these versions 
(Masahef) to be sent to the newly conquered countries. He commanded Zeid b. Thabet, Abd 
Allah b. Zubair, Said b. Al ''As and Abdel Rahman b. Al Hareth b. Husham to make 
different copies with the help of the Mushaf compiled by Abu Bakr, which was then Kept 
at Hafsa's place. (I 4 ) When the job was finished, Othman onlered all other copies or, versions 
to be burnt down, most probably at the year 30 after Hijra. 

Despite Othman 's good will in burning the other quranic versions in order to put an end to 
theological disputes amoung Muslims, that was one of the reasons for the revolt against him. (16) 

The copies he sent to the other countries were qurahs "Othmanite Mushafs" or the "Leading 
Mushafs", the number of which is not difinite. According to Abu BakrAl Dani (17) , as well as 
Al Zarakshi (1&) , they were only four, three were sent to Kufa, Basra and Damascus, and one 
kept by 'Othir- ' nself. According to Hamza Al Zayat they were only four, while others said 
that they wer , as we find both views mentioned by Al SijJstanT (19) There is also Al 
YaqubTwho st ' they were nine (20) , while Ibn Al Jazri holds they were eight (21) , among 
which there was the one'Othman kept for himself or the "Heady Moshaf" as it was often referred 
to. The majority of scholars however, believe they were six copies. ("^ 

We should distinguish between these mushafs, and the personal copy which is believed to have 
been hand-written by'Olhman himself. It was this personal copy that he was reading through at 
his murder, and it is this copy which is the topic of the present research. 

c — 

Othman's Personal Mushaf: 

All arab references agree on that 'Othman had taken his own Mushaf, put on his lop to read 
through it, before the invaders entered the house. He was actually murdered while reading, and 
some drops of his blood fell down on few pages of his copy of the quran. Blood drops fell on the 
verse "God will suffice you for them, He is the all-hearing, the all knowing" 

(23) 

Since Othman's murder, however, many different claims spread out regarding the identity of 
who possesses that Mushaf now. 

And here is a brief survey of the most important of such claims and stories. 



(A) It was claimed that this Mushaf was sent to Egypt where, says Al Maqrizu X was found 
out in the treasury of Al Muqtadir Billah Al Akbasias it was then to the mosque of Amr on the 
fifth of the month of Muharram of the year 378 of Hijra under the reign of Al Aziz 
Billah. ft 4 ) But there is no historical evidence that this actually took place. That copy of the 
Koran however, was kept in the Quad! Fadel school near by the shrine of ' Al-Husien, us* til the 
school building collapsed. It was then transported to the dome built by Sultan Al Ghun opposite 
to his school It was kept there until the year of 1275 of Hijra when it was taken along with some 
belongings of the prophet Muhammed to the Zeinab Mosque, then the clothes treasuries in the 
castle to the administration ofAl-Auqafin the year 1304 of the Hijra, then the following year to 
Abdm palace and finally to the Husien Mosque. (^) Al Samhudi holds that it is highly 
improbable that this Mushaf should be 'othman's personal copy. ^ He believes it is probably 
one of those copies which 'Othman sent to different countries under the rule of Islamic state. As 
faros the researcher is concerned, we must bear in mind the fact that Othman didn 't send any of 
these early copies of the quran to Egypt as\lbaidAl Qasim b. Sallam, Al Sijislaht, andAl Darii 
Said.( 27 > 

Morover Dr. Soad Maherhas proved in a study of hers that the hand-writing used in that copy 
belongs to a later age than that of Othman. Therefore it may be the case that that copy wis only 
made later during the Ummayad period, being itself, then, a copy made of one of those moshafs 
sent by ''Othman to Syria for instance. P 8 ) I has also been suggested that since Al Hajaj Ibn 
YusufAl Thaqafi sent some copies of his mushaf to the other countries, Abdel Aziz Ibn Manvan 
the ruler (Wali) of Egypt at that time was motivated to set on making a copy for Egypt, which 
was the first official copy of the quran in Egypt (29) 

(B) The second claim is related to Al Basra, Ibn Battuta, for example, says that he saw the 
glorious Mushaf which Othman was reading through when he was slain f in r Ali 's mosque. He says 
he actually saw the blood drops on the verse W "Cod will suffice you for them; He is the 
all-hearing, the all-knowing". But we believe that this Mushaf must have been one of the two 
sent to Iraq by ^Othman. (31) The blood drops could have been added on purpose sc as to 
persuade simple minded people that it was the mushaf oft>thman. Otherwise, how come :here is 
another copy with blood drops on, the verse "God will suffice.." during the reign ofBanu Marrin 
(Moreen) which was kept in the mosque of Cordova f then was carried by the Al Muwahkidin to 
their treasuries ir>, Morocco, for fear it should be lost during the battles which were takw.g place 
there at the time. Finally Iraq at the time, when Ibn Battulp made his visit, was under the rule of 
the Khan state in Iran (Persia) whose people converted to Islam since their s&enth leader Gazan 
Khan (695 of Hijra\1295 A.C) did, while the Mushaf which we fee&ve to be the authentic one, 
was kept in the treasuries of the Sultans ofBanu Zayan until Abu Al Hassan Al Marrjxi restored 
it from then in 738 of Hijra (1337 A.C). 



(C) The third claim is concerned of the Mushaf which is preserved in the library of the 
religious administration in Tashqand. That Mushaf is devoid of dots and each page contains 12 
lines. It consists of 353 papers of 53 x 68 '(32) cm. each. It was originally kept in Samarqand 
until it was transported to Us present place in 1869 A. C (33) 

This Mushaf could have been sent there during the rule of the Golden tribe, in the view of 
some researchers as a present from Al Zaher Bibars who was an ally ofBaraka Khan, the leader 
of that tribe, and the first moslem amoung the Mongols andAl Zahefs brother in law. The other 
alternative is that it is the same copy seen by Ibn Baauta in Basra, (34) but moved later on by 
Taym'urlank (771-807 of Hijra). 

The first idea is completely rejected, as the Mushaf of Egypt is already proved to be different 
from the original, Vthmdn's Mushaf Thus ever if it was present, it must have been any other 
Mushaf except that of Othman. Moreover, this would imply that Egypt used to keep two copies of 
Othmanic Mushafs which is impossible, since there was only one Mushaf coloured by the blood 
drops of the murdered caliph. 

As for the second alternative, some scholars accept (35) while others refuse it (36) But those 
who accept it say it was the Basra copy, but not the original one. 

One the other hand, other scholars refuse the second alternative on grounds that the artistic 
quality of the hand-writing and shape of letters proves its date to be much later than the reign of 
Othman. The straight nature of the lines, as straight as if they were drawn with the help of a 
ruler, indicates that it was most probably written down in the third century after the flight, and 
certainty not before the second century. 

(D) The fourth claim is related to Hims copy of the quran. Sheikh Ismail Ibn Abdel Gawad 
stated that he had seen c 0thmahs Mushaf kept in a treasury^ placed inside a box (37) m tne 
mosque of Hims castle. 

Sheikh kmaiL Kay alf mentioned that there were drops of blood and that the handwirting was 
a kufTone. Specialists however, assert that the handwriting used was only known after the end of 
the first century of hijra. 

(E) The fifth claim concerns the Mushaf of IstambuL The museum of Tub qabu Saray keeps 
a copy of leather which they claim to have been the one used by ^ Othman on the day of his 
murder. It is clamied that the traces of blood are still clear on Us pages up till now. But these so 
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called blood-drops are in fact nothing more than small circles for ornament containing 
geometrical lines, which proves that Mushaf to have been made much later than the rime of the 
muslim caliph, such drawings and dottings were not known by then, 

Some other arabic resources hold it firmly that'Othamn's personal mushaf was kept in the 
mosque of Cordova until the year 552 of hijra, when it was taken to Morocco by 'Abdel Mumen 
ibn hll. and that it remained there until the age of Banu Marrln. We do maintain that this 
mushaf contains some pages of the original one, in addition to new pages, copied from the copy 
that was in Andalusia. To prove our point of view, we must make an investigation regarding the 
history of'Othrnan's personal mushaf from the day he was assasinated until it was taken to 
Analusia and then, finally to Morocco. 

According to SamhudU, the mushaf Othman was reading through on his murder was owned 
after by one of two men, both of which had the name of "Khalid" according to Mihrez, it was his 
grandson Khalid ibn Amr ibn 'Othman. W) According to Ibn qutayba, it was Khalid his son 
from his wife "Urn Amr" the daughter ofjundub. ( 39 ) As for Khalid, the grandson, he was the 
son ofRamlah the duaghter ofMuawiah Ibn AbTSufidn himself. (40) He was thus grandson for 
both Mitawiah and 'Othman, one through the father while the other through the mother. 
Therefore, we are inclined to believe the first alternative more than the second one, because of 
two factors. First, it is only logical that the new caliph Muawiah would allow his own grandson 
to keep the personal mushaf of that grandson 's after his grandfather. He would be totafy satisfied 
that the mushaf was safe and sacred then. Secondly, 'Othman's house belonged after his death to 
e Amr and his brothers. That was the house he has granted to his son, ( 41 ) and that is why U was 
referred to as Amr's house. 'Amr was the most interested in the house amo"ngst his brothers. He 
stayed in it more than all the others did. This means that his son, Khalid, must have also been 
brought up in that house, where Othman was murdered while reading through his persona! copy 
of the mushaf. 

For these two factors, we tend to believe that the mushaf was preserved by Khalid ibn Amr 
since he was also closely related to the new rulers, and was already, living at the same house a: 
the time of the murders. In both cases however, the Mushaf must have been preserved by 
'Othman 's family, whether his son or his grandson. But then how or why did that Mushaf get out 
of Al Medina?? 

Abdel Malek Al Anson rightly suggests if must have been removed out of the city during one 
of the uprisings which took place therein. (42) These may be mainly divided into three ones.- 




The first one took place in the year 50 of hijra when Mwwiah wanted to appoint his son 
zTd as his heir during his own life time. As it is commonly known, that annoyed the public city 
Medina, and Mohammed's followers, who refused to agree to the caliph's request 

Amongst these Husien Ibn %Z Abd- Allah Ibn 'Omar, Abdel Rahman ibn Abu Bakr, and Abd 
lan ibn Al Zubeir stood out The caliph had to come to them in arms, with a thousand knights 
d forced the people including the major four leaders of the resistance movement to recognize 
iziti as their future ruler. 

(43) 

The second event occured in the year 63 of hijra when Abd Allah ibn Al Zubeir announced 
Tiselfas a prince of the muslims after the murder of Al Husien in KarbauV The people in 
edina revolted against'Othman ibn Mohammed ibnAbiSufian who was appointed by YazuL 
xey even draw away Marwan ibn Al Hakam and the rest of Ummayad rulers, t 44 ) 

A battle broke out between the people of Medina and their self-appointed wall (ruler) , Abd 
<lah B. Hanzala on one hand, and an army of 12,000 Syrian fighters < 45 > in some repons 
id 5,000 in others ( 46 ) , under the leadership of Muslim ibnUqba AlmarrT The rebels in AL 
edina put two rulers for themselves now: one for Kuraish while the other for 
l-Ansar. ( 4 ?) After a violent war the attackers devastated the city and killed about 80 of the 
vphefs followers as well as thousands of ordinary people. All this took place in 27 ofZ'Al 
'ijjah, in the year 63 of the hijra and the conflict ended up with the Syrian soldiers devastating 
le city and compelling the citizens to accept their new rulers and act as if they were merely 
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The third uprising and trouble came much later during the reign of Al Mansur, the Abassid 
aliph. The followers of Ali (Allawiun) became angry from the Abassids for keeping the 
ovemment for themselves alone, which led them in general and the Hassanis in particular, to 
tbel Mohammed ibn Ubd-Allah ibn Al Hassan ibn Al Hassan ibn AG led a revolution (48) in 
he last few weeks of the year 145 of hijra. The caliph would not hesitate then to send an army of 
bur thousand knights and two thousand men in Ramadan to violate the city. The battle came to 
in end with the murder of Muhammed by Humid b. Quohtuba. < 49 ) Other uprising broke out, 
he last of which ended with the death ofAl Husein ibn AlTibn Al Hassan ibn Al Hassan, when 
\e went out to Mecca with his men to fight Suliman b. Al Mansur ,( 50 ) 

Out of these three altemadves we maintain the third one to be the most probable. This is due 
to a story told by Al Samhudi about Imam Malek ibn Anas, who stated that Othman's mushaf 
disappeared then. (51) As Malek died in the year 179 of hijra, and as Samhudi also mentions 
that Al Qasim ibn Salam who died in the year 223 of hijra saw that mushaf < 52 ) , we tend to 
believe that it was lost only in the Abassid age. 
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There is a story mentioned by Ibn Abdel Malek Al Anson (53) , and Ibn Marzuq ( 54 ) alike, 
about a man called Abu Bakr Mohammed Ibn Yaquob ibn Shlba, ibn al Salt, who heard 
through his father as well as he saw through his pond father's writing, that the grand father had 
actually seen the mushaf in Iraq during Rabie^Awal of the year 223 of hijra when the abassid 
caliph, Al Mutasim, sent it to have its cover renewed. According to this story, there were many 
traces of blood, most of which were found in sura The star" (Al Najrn)as well as the verse "God 
hall suffice-.". It is also reported that the mushaf was about two palm hands and four fuigers 
long, and that each page contained 28 lines. We can thus conclude that the mushaf must have 
been lost from the Medina only in the life time of Malek, when it was taken to Iraq and was kepi 
there where it was found and seen during the reign ofAl Mutasim. 

Therefore we excluded the possibility of its loss in the first two troubles that took place in 
Medina. After all it is much more logical that it was the Abassids who would take the mushaf 
from the ancestors of Othman, rather than the Umayyades doing so to their own relatives. 

Thus the mushaf was kept in his house through out the Ummayad period, and disappeared at 
the early beginings at the Abassid age, perhaps in the year 169 of hijra when the Medina was 
divastated by the Abassid soldiers. All this coincides with the stories reported by Al SamhudT 
from the east and Ibn Abdel Malek Al Ansanand Ibn Marzuq the western arab historians, who 
all agree that the Mushaf was in Iraq about 223 of hijra. Al SamhudT for instance, confirms that 
Al Qdsim ibn Sallam had seen the mushaf taken out of the treasuries of some princes whose 
names were left without any mention. (55) 

Through comparisons and contrasts of Samhudi's story with Al Ansar's as well as the 
biography ofAl Qasim ibn Sallam we managed to identify the place where the mushaf was kept. 
It is clear through his biography that Ibn Sallam lived in Iraq until the year 214 of hijra, as he 
was often refered to as "Al BagdddT'for living so long in Baghdad (Bagdad) apart from the fad 
He died in Mecca in the year 223 of the hijra, but he only left Bagdad in the year 214 of hijra 
(829A.D,). (56) 

This is also confirmed by Al Ansanand Ibn Marzuq who assert that Yaqoub ibn Shlba, in 
person saw the mushaf in Iraq in 223 of Hijra, But this disagrees with Ibn Abdel Malek Al 
Ansari's conclusion that the mushaf may have been taken over to Andalusia by prince kbdel 
Rahman Al Ddkhil In fact, we rather hold that it was taken there or at least parts of it, we'e, 
during the reign of prince Abdel Rahman AlAwsai (57) (206 - 238 of Hijra ). 

Andalusian historians differ in their views of the Mushaf which was kept in Andalusia, Ibn 
Pashkual believes that it was not the original one. He holds it was one of the four copies sent 




to Arab countries by c Othman, most probably the one sen: to Syria. 

Ibn Abdel Malek Al Anson also believes it was not the original copy. He believes it was one 
of the same four ones, and that it could have probably been brought about by Abdel Rahman Al 
Dakhil in the year 138 of hijra, with other presents given to him by his sister, or later on by any of 
his sons. (59) But he also reports through Al Ran '(60) and Ibn Hayyan(6l) that it was the 
mushaf that was kept in the mosque of Cordova, was the same mushaf written down by'Othman 
himself. 

Al MaqarTalso reports that it was the mushaf Othman was reading through on his murder, 
and that it was decorated with golden ornaments tapped with pearls and precious stones and 
covered with silk. (62) ff e a & swears it was the Mushaf written by'Othman in person. (63) 

There were two different sets of opinions then. One group asserts it was the original one, while 
the others deny this possibility. As far as the researcher is concerned we believe it was most 
probably the original Mushaf which 'Othman was reading through on his murder, but we do not 
agree that it was hand written by ' Othman himself, because all arabic resources agree that he 
asked a number of the followers and companions ofMuhammed to make these early copies of 
the quPan but he didnot participate in the actual writing. We do not also take the view held by 
Ibn Abdel Malik Al AnsarT and Ibn PashKiial, that Cordova mushaf was one of the first four 
copies sent to Basra, Kufa Mecca, Damascus while they believe to be the most probably source of 
that mushaf. First of all, the Kufa copy was probably lost during the troubles taking place during 
Ali's reign and later on during the Umayyad age. Even if it were not lost, it is highly doubtful that 
the people oflQfa, who were supporters ofkli would accept to give up their precious copy of the 
quranforthe Umayyad rulers of Andalucia. 

The copy of Mecca was seen by Ibn Jubier t 64 ) and Ibn Batnita, ( 65 ) as late as the eight 
century. Besides, Abu Al-Qasim Al TufibTAl Sapasaw it in Mecca at the end of the year 696 of 
Hijra ( 66 ) , and SamhudI also spoke about it ( 67 ) while indicates that it cannot be the same 
mushaf. 

The Basra copy was seen by Ibn Battuta in Basra itself so it cannot be the same Mushaf too. 

Finally we come to the view that it could have been the copy that belongs to Syria, and that it 
came to Andalusia with Abdel Rahman Al Dakhil in the year 138 of Hijra. To start with, it 
could not have been brought out into Andalusia by Abdel Rahman Al Dakhil because the copy 
of Syria was seen in Syria at much later dates. 




// was seen by Ibn Jubier, (&) described by Al Harawl ( 69 )(he died at 611 H.), by AbT Al 
Qdsim Al Sabti(69) « the year 797 of Hijra, ibn Fadl alldh Al'OmanC 71 ) in the eight Century 
and Ibn Battuta as welL (^) 

The researcher believes that the mushaf kept in Cordova was not exclusive ty the original one, 
but only contained four pages of it 

We base this view of ours on the story told by the honest geographical scholar Al IdnsT who 
reports that the store of the mosque contained a mushaf that was so heavy that it needed two 
men to lift it up, and that it contained four pages ofOthman s original mushaf, while he himself 
had written it and which had four drops of his blood. (73) Thus we maintain that the copy of 
Andalusia has acquired its fame of the four original pages. Generation after another treated that 
mushaf with respection until it was transported by the Almohades (Almowahidih) in the year 552 
( h) to protect it against the christian attacks, especially after attacking the mosque in the year 540 
(h) with the horses of the enemies, and the robing of its valuables. 

On the other hand, it is more probable that this mushaf arrived in Andalusia during the reign 
ofAbdel Rahman AlAwsat because it was an age of open contacts with the east, and especially 
with Iraq. Many treasures were then sent to Andalusia from Iraq, particularly during the conflict 
between the two brothers, Al Amln and Al Mdmun . 

It remained in the mosque during the reign ofAbdel Rahman Al Ndsir too, until Al Mustansir 
set out on the additional constructions in 8th of JumadT Akhira of the year 354 (h) when he 
ordered it to be kept at the house of Al Mamun Muhammed ibn Yeheya ibn AbdelAzTz known 
as Ibn Al Kharraz, ( 74 ) until the building processes finished. ( 7S ) The servant of the mosque 
carried out the orders. When the additional constructions were completed in the year 356 (h) the 
mushaf was restored to its place ( 76 ) and stored inside the room y.. .ich leads to the door on the 
leftofAlMihrab. 

It was usually the servant of the mosque that looked after the mushaf. Ibn Saul Al MaghdbZ 
reports that during the reign ofBanu Gahwar, a minister (Vazir) undertook to look after it The 
mushaf v s kept there all the age of Almoravids (Al Morabitir) who gave it much care. Al 
ldrisi describes that mushaf in his book "Nuzhat Al Mushtaq" which he had finished before 
Andalusia was subjected to the rule of Almohades, and says that Almoravides were h: '- \ 
interested in taking care of that mushaf and would employ three men every friday to carry it out 
of its storing place. 
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Al IdnsT reports the mushaf to have been covered with a dark leather cover 

(77) 

that was 

wonderfufy decorated and engraved (78) /m^n of the mosque would read onthalfa group 
every day then returns the mushaf to its place. (79) 

When Andalusia was subjected to the dominion of Almohades, the first of their caliphs, Abdel 
Mumen Ibn AIT was greatly worried about that glorious mushaf since the mosque started to be 
exposed to the abuse and attack of the soldiers of Costilla (Cashtala ). 

Therefore, he transported it to Marrakech. It was Abu Said and Abu Yakub, his own sons 
that carried out the mission in 11 Shawal in the year of 552 (H.) (&°) . 77m event was the 
subject of a poem composed by minister Abu. Zakariya Yehya ibn Ahmed ibn Yehya ibn Abdel 
Malek ibn Tufeil in praise of the caliph for his protection ofOthman 's Mushaf. (M) 

The almohades paid much attention to the covery and decoration of the mushaf with all sons 
of pearls, jewels and precious stones. They brought together the best artists in Al-Maghreb, and 
ornamented its cover with valuable, red precious stone which they called "Hafef, and they even 
made a cradle and a chair for transporting it from one place to another, made of fine wood and 
brass , and all this would be kept inside a cubic box, magicaly opened so as to let the chair come 
out automatically when the door of the box is opened through the turning of a key. The door 
would open into the two sides of the cover, causing the chair to move forward, and the door 
would automatically close as the chair comes out completely with the mushaf on top of it 

They would always carry the mushaf along on their travels ( S ^ and in their fights over a coach 
carried by a red she camel (& 4 ) covered with silk or sometimes a white camel (& 4 ) 

The coach would bear four red signs and the caliph and his son would follow that camel or 
she camel, followed by the flags and then the princes and adminstrators of the state. It was 
Abdel Mumen who first started this habit 

All this went on until Al Mutadid BiAllah Abu Al Hassan ibn Al Mamun Abi AlAlda'Idns 
was killed near Telemsen in the year 646 H, while carrying the mushaf with his trail as 
usual ( ss ) His army got out of control after his death and the valuables robbed including the 
mushaf. Those who stole it were unaware of its historical and spritual value, so they offered it for 
sale in Telemsen. 

When the prince of Telemsan Abu Yeheya Yagmorasen Ibn Zaydn learnt of this he restored 
the mushaf and kept in his family until 702 (h) inherited from one son to another. 
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// remained there, in the treasuries of the sultans of Telemsen until Abu Al Hasan Ali 
Othman ibn AbiYaqub A! Mamnlcame to Telemsan near the end of the month ofRamadai 
the year 737 (a.h.) and conquered the city and kept with him. He glorified it and would < 
carry it along wherever he went out to fight 

It happened that the mushaf was taken by the Portugues who took part in the bank of 7 
which is referred to in Christian resources as "the battle of river Salado" on 7th of Jornada 
Awal of the year 741 (h) (1340 a.c) where Barm Moreen were defeated. The defeated Sull 
however, spared no effort to fistore the mushaf. He sent the merchant Abu Ali Al Hasan fr 
the city ofAzmur to buy the mushaf from Portugal at any cost ( 86 ) The merchant succeedec 
his task and restored the mushaf to Sultan Abu Al Hasan in 745 (H.) Ibn Marzuq rep( 
thousands of golden Dinars to have been spent for that purpose. 

Then the mushaf Al Imam or the "leading copy of the glorious qura'n" went back to Fes, i 
after its cover was torn and the ornaments and precious stones taken out It remained there s 
in its treasury since then. It was since then too, that we heard nothing of it. 
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
